The Department of State and we felt that it was particularly 
important to get copies of the Report into the hands of those 
foreign officials and private citizens who have the greatest 
amount of influence on public a-fctitudes in their countries. 7/ e 
also felt that this was particularly important in those countries 
where the facts surrounding the assassination of- the President 
have been misconstrued, misstated and misunderstood.
